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Possibly a Meteor — 

Farm NE of City 
Visited by a UFO

An unidentified flying ob¬ 
ject — UFO — • apparently 
came down Wednesday nj|ht 
on a Cascade Township farm 
in suburban northwest 
Rochester, leaving a 15-by-30- 
foot oval-shaped brown patch 
in an alfalfa field. 

At least two farmers saw a — 
blazing object speed 
earthward and land in the 
alfalfa field of 59-year-old 
Willard Anderson, an 
Olmsted County; agriculture 
inspector. 

One of the farmers who saw 
the object was Donald Prigge, 
50, who farms next to An¬ 
derson. , 

Prigge said he was raking 
hay at 8:50 p.m. when he saw 
the bright UFO come down on 
Anderson’s farm. He tele¬ 
phoned his neighor and jok¬ 
ingly asked if he’d seen a 
spacecraft land, .but Anderson 
said today he didn’t think 
' much about it at the time. 
Now, he’s not so sure. 

For Prigge it was the sec¬ 
ond sighting of a UFO. He 
said he saw his first one about 
25 years ago north of 
_ Rochester. 

Anderson, who did not see 
or hear anything unsual, went 
to bed and only went out to 
inspect the alfalfa field this 
morning, at the urging of his 
wife, Donna. 

“I found a brown patch 
about 15-by-30 feet in the 
alfalfa field,” Anderson said. 
The field, about 800 feet from 
the house, is green, except for 
the mysterious brown patch. 

“I don’t know what caused 
it,” he said, ‘‘but it wasn’t 
there yesterday.” 

’ Another farmer, 45-year- 
old Ivan Behnken of Haverhill 
Township, said he was driv¬ 
ing to Rochester with his 
daughter, Lisa, 16, and was on 
Geisinger Hill northeast of 
Rochester when they saw a 
‘‘big red ball of fire crash and 
explode” about 8:50 p.m. 

‘‘It looked like it was head¬ 
ing right for the city - from 
where we were,” said 
Behnken. 

Visitors to the Anderson 
farm this morning described 


the patch as “browned from 
heat.” They said there was no 
sign of flame or charring, but 
the alfalfa flowers were 
withered as if by heat. 

“There were mottled 
places of green in the brown 
patch,” one visitor said, “but 
the lines of the brown patch 
were clearly discernible.” 

Air traffic controlers at 
Rochester Airport reported a 
meteor southwest of the air¬ 
port Wednesday night,. “but 
nothing in the northwest.” 

However, astronomers re¬ 
port August as being the 
“month of meteors” each 
year and one expert said the 
farmers probably saw what is 


called a bolide — a meteroid 
that■■ exploded in space with a 
fiery splinter reaching earth 
as a meteorite. 

A check of UFO sightings 
over Rochester in the past 15 
years shows that 90 per cent 
of them were made during 
Augusts. The others were in 
September and June. 

The arrival of the UFO 
coincided with the debut at 
the Time Theater of a movie 
called “The Outer Space Con¬ 
nection,” a tale based on the 
premise that earth has been 
visited by space travelers in 
past years.

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Greenish 9 Object 
Lights Sky Here 

Portlanders reported seeing 
a “large, burning object fall¬ 
ing out of the.sky” about 9:10 
p.m. Wednesday. 

The object was “enor¬ 
mous,” with a slightly green¬ 
ish tinge and a tail, callers to 
The Journal reported. It lin¬ 
gered in the sky for a quite a 
while, according to the 
reports, going down in a 
southwesterly direction and 
disappearing with a giant 
flash. 

A spokesman at the Seattle 
Center radar service said he 
received several reports from 
pilots who said they saw a 
meteorite falling into the. 
Pacific Ocean.

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STANTON — Witnesses say the death 
of a 62-year-old Stanton man and a dog 
east of Stanton, originally linked to a 
TI FO repor t- are apparently accountable 
and unrelated. 

Lee L. Barger, 4990 E. Stanton Rd., 
was found dead around 10:30 p.m. 
Sunday in a field on Montcalm County 
Rd. 522 and Tow Rd. Minutes earlier, a 
report indicated a witness saw a UFO 
landing in the same field. 

But what “might have happened” — 
apparently didn’t, as imagination 
stretched a universe long when reports 
were first released. 

An eye witness to the object, Mrs. 
Wanda Doolittle, Vitkeryville Rd., said 
she and some friends saw the object while 
they were coming out of Pine Grove 
Church about one mile west of where a 
grass fire occurred. 

“We saw what looked like four big 
white yard lights and we thought it was a 
plane,” Mrs. Doolittle said. “We saw it 
just for a moment and it was gliding along 
the treetops. We thought it was moving 
towards us.” 

Other residents say they don’t know 
what it was and Wendell Waldron said, “I 
didn’t see any imprints or evidence of 
anything landing.” 

* 

The treetops appear to be unsinged and 
limbs are not broken. The patch of burnt 
grassland is about 40 by 20 feet 

Mrs. Wendell Waldron of Waldron’s 
Saw Mill says she saw Mr. Barger emerge 
with a fire extinguisher under his arm 
that night. He was on his way to help 


extinguish a small grass fire that erupted 
at the field across from his home. 

Mr. Barger had a long history of heart 
problems and she said “he looked sick.”- 

Residents later found his body about 
100 yards from his home. Mon teal m- 
Sheriff deupties say he suffered a heart 
attack during the ekeiteroent 

But what started the fire is still 
unclear. A homemade rocket, however, 

1 could be the missing link. 

James Doolittle, 16, said a neighbor 
found a homemade 10-inch rocket near 
the site Monday morning. Doolittle said 
the rocket was probably made from 
aluminum and that the neighbor was 
going to report it to police. 

v * 

Deputy Harry Emmons confirmed 
N today a rocket was found in the vicinity 
but the case was still being investigated. 

Deputies at first assumed the caller of 
the original UFO report was Mrs. Harvey 
Waldron, however, Mrs. Wendell Waldron 
said she made the call. 

“I never saw the UFO,” she said. But 
she heard two sounds “like a gunshot” 
and later heard neighbors talk about the 
fire and some lights which couldn’t be 
identified. . , - / 

“I think it’s a falling star,” she 
surmised. “It might have been hot enough 
to set the ground afire.”. 

The dead dog picked up by the 
Montcalm County Animal Control office 
Monday morning, was first believed to 
have died Sunday. However, residents 
near the area say the dog had been dead 
about a week. 


UFO reported 

STANTON — A 62-year-old Stanton 
man was found dead in a field east of 
Stanton Sunday night, only minutes after 
a woman said she saw a UFO land in the 
same field. 

In a bizarre episode, Montcalm County 
Sheriffs deputies say they received a call 
at 10:22 p.m. Sunday that Lee L. Barger 
of 4990 E. Stanton Rd. was found dead 
of an apparent heart attack. He was 
found at Tow Rd. near M522. 

Minutes later, Mrs. Harvey Waldron of 
Waldron’s Saw Mill phoned police at 
10:33 p.m. saying she spotted a UFO 
landing in the same field. 

“She stated it was a large, round 
object with multiple-colored lights,” 
deputy Harry Emmons said. “We don’t 
know whether there is any connection 
with this or what, but it seems funny. 

“It seemed such a close time element 
that it’s something that could have been^” 
he added. 

There were no other witnesses to the 
scene. 

The body was taken to 
Huyck-Schnepp Funeral Home in Crystal. 
Funeral arrangements will be announced 
later. 

A dead dog was also picked up this 
morning in the same vicinity by workers 
from the Montcalm County Animal 
Control office. The dog apparently died 
Sunday and no marks rsultingfrom an 
injury were found, said worker Joe 
Burgdren.___

The large, burning 
object with a greenish 
tinge that Portlanders 
reported seeing fall from 
the sky Wednesday eve¬ 
ning, "might have been a 
satellite coming down,” 
says Gary Stasiuk, plane¬ 
tarium director at the Or¬ 
egon Museum of Science 
and Industry. 

"We have had calls 
from as far away as Med¬ 
ford, 275 miles south of 
here, from people who 
saw it,” reported Stasiuk. 

Stasiuk also said that 
none of the callers 
reported hearing any¬ 
thing. 

“It is important if you 
can hear it — then it’s 
close,” he said. 

“The appearance of it 
going over the horizon 
makes it appear to be 
crashing. Probably it was 
above 50,000 to 60,000 
feet and traveling about 
18 miles per second,” 
Stasiuk said.

’ en. You’d have to see them to 
tlieve them,” Mrs. Stephens said. 
Officials of the Federal Aviation 
Iministration and the U.S. 
eather Service did not report any | 
msual readings from their radars | 
id other instruments. 

The dispatcher for the Kansas • 
ghway Patrol at Chanute had j 

received a number of radio reports 
from area police departments, 
including a sighting at Burlington. 
The dispatcher said the FAA Flight 
Center in Chanute had been 
notified and the officer there said 
he would relay the information to 
FAA offices in Kansas City and 
Tulsa. 

Mrs. Stephens said she was 
alerted to ‘‘brightly flashing” 
objects in the air moving toward 
Caney by the Sedan police 
department at 11:20 p.m. Sunday. 

She said she and Clarence Rose, 
the night officer, scanned the skies 
and saw three objects “heading 
toward Oklahoma City... flying at 
about 2,000 feet.” 

“One was brighter than the other 
. and they were all flashing, they 
were changing colors, red, white 
and green, Mrs. Stephens said. 
“Sometimes one would move and 
the others stand still.. sometimes 


they would rotate in circles or 
bounce up and down and then zip 
away faster than a jet plane. 

* “I’ve seen falling stars before 
^but they (the objects) didn’t look 
like that. They were brighter than 
the stars.” 

Shortly after seeing the moving 
lights, Mrs. Stephens said she was 
deluged with telephone calls from 
Caney residents who had seen 
similar things and from persons 
who had heard about the aerial 
around Caney on citizens and 
police-band radios. 

“I’ve been just frantic,” she said 
early this morning. “Some people 
have been just flat out 
hysterical.. .my concern was 
calming everybody down.” 

Police dispatchers in Fredonia, 
Cherryvale and Independence 
were busy radioing reports of 
similar sightings of colored, 
luminous objects moving randomly 

and in a variety of directions. 

The dispatcher at Fredonia 
radioed that three “green, red and 
golden” objects which sometimes 
moved in circles were sighted near 
the city. 

In Independence, the police 
dispatcher complained of “foreign 
noises and foreign languages” on 
his radio “on all frequencies.. .like 
a tape recorder played too fast, but 
not completely like that.” 
Unidentified objects had also been 
seen in Independence this morning. 

According to the early-morning 
dispatcher at the Coffeyville police 
department, officers had seen 
nothing all morning, even though 
reports from Caney indicated that 
two objects were seen moving 
toward Coffeyville at 5:30 a.m. 

DeWitt Mills, meteorologist for 
the U.S. Weather Service in Kansas 
City, said the Southeast Kansas 
area was scanned by radars in 


Kansas City, but nothing unusual 
was spotted over the area. He 
suggested the radio interference 
might be due to disturbances in the 
upper atmosphere caused by solar 
flares and sun spots, but he did not 
know if there had been any unusual 
solar activity lately. 

Other people in the area said 
today the bright, moving lights 
could be a natural occurrence. 

Ralph Crowder, an amateur 
astronomer in Neodesha, said the 
lights in the sky could be a meteor 
shower seen in this area every year 
at this time. 

Crowder said the Perseid meteor 
shower was seen here every year 
on the evening of Aug. 12 and the 
morning of Aug. 13. But, Crowder 
added, those dates were only an 
average and the shower could be 
seen a day earlier or a day later. 

The shower produces a fireball 
effect. Coowdec said, with the 
possibility of a meteor changing 
colors as it burns through the sky. 

The bright stationary lights, he 
continued, could be the planet 
Jupiter, the brightest light in the 
early morning sky at this time of 
year, Crowder said. 

“It’s really an amazing thing for 
people who have never seen it 
before,” Crowder said of Jupiter’s 
lights. “People get excited, and 
they start talking about these 
things, and before you know it, it 
gets on fire. 

This is just my opinion, of 
course; I don’t know what it is 
because I didn’t see it. But I think it 
can be explained as a natural 
occurrence.” 

But Mrs. Stephens jokingly of¬ 
fers another explanation. 

“Since we’re about to shoot a 
rocket to Mars, they (Martians or 
whoever) wanted to see what we 
look like, too.” ^

It streaked across the 
sky and it was motionless. It 
was round and it was formless. 

To date, no one can really say 
what it was-only that they saw 
it — and there are credible 
sources among the ranks of the 
believers. 

The first reported sighting 
of the unidentified flying object 
was made by Mrs. Melinda 
Greathouse, a secretary at the 
county Court House. 

“My husband and I were 
traveling toward Georgetown 
on Paynes Depot Pike (U.S.62) 
around 9:00 Saturday night 
when I saw it,” said Mrs. 
Greathouse. "There was a 
strange yellow light that I could 
see through the treetops. It did 
not appear to be moving. I 
didn’t say anything about it to 
my husband though.” 

Later in the evening, Marvin 
Yocum and several friends 
were sitting out on the patio 
behind the Tucker Funeral 


Home - on South Broadway. 
“When we first saw it, it looked 
like a full moon through the 
trees,” said Yocum. “Then it 
began to move to the north, not 
very fast, until our view was 
blocked by the trees.” 

George Boots, a Water Ser¬ 
vice employee who was work¬ 
ing late Saturday night at the 
Water Service offices on West 
Main' St. saw a mysterious 
object moving through the sky 
and called Police Headquart¬ 
ers, thinking that it could have 
been a crashing aircraft. He 
told Police that it appeared to 
go down to east of town. 

Patrolman Bobby Bruin was 
sent to investigate. Traveling 
east on East Main St. Extend¬ 
ed, Bruin saw a “fast moving 
yellowish-green streak. It ap¬ 
peared to be flaming,” he said 
“and there were particles 
coming off of it.” 

Bruin compared the object to 
flares he had seen in use while 
in the Army. 

David Knox, an assistant 
Commonwealth Attorney who 
was, like Mrs. Greathouse, 
traveling toward Georgetown 
on Paynes Depot Pike, also saw 


a flaming, sparkling object in 
the late evening sky. 

“It was beautiful,” said 
Knox, who agreed that it 
resembled a military type flare. 
“Streaking gracefully through 
the heavens, I saw it descend 
into oblivion after having 

reached its apogee.” 

In a telephone interview with . 
personnel at the Kentucky 
State Police Headquarters in 
Frankfort it was learned that 
UFO sightings had been re¬ 
ported in the Versailles area on 


Georgetown Fire Chief Rich¬ 
ard Covington presented an¬ 
other idea. “An airplane flew 
over the city late Saturday 
night at a very low altitude. It’s 
possible that one of the engines 
had caught on fire," he said.

If the theory that strange 
UFO or “light” sightings are 
a prelude to earth tremors is 
correct' Summerville and the 
surrounding area may be due 
for a shaking in the next few 
weeks. 

Ty Simmons, 13 year old 
student of Alston Junior High 
School, reported the sighting 
of a “strange, white light” 
hovering over his family’s 
car as they returned from a 
drive-in movie last week. 

According to Simmons, he 
and his family were returning 
home from the movie around 
12:20 a.m. Saturday night on 
Highway 78 near Jamison Rd. 
in Ladson when a “strange 
light hovered over the car for 
a few seconds and then fled 
at an unbelieveable rate of 

speed. It made a sort of hum¬ 
ming noise over the car,” he 
said. “1 didn’t really see it- 
until it was leaving. It left 
some kind of fog in the road 
as it left.” We were really 
frightened for a few seconds. 
But nothing else happened.” 

Simmons said all of the oc- i 
cupants in the car saw the j 
light, including his mother 
and father, Mr. and Mrs. j 
Woodrow Simmons Jr., and 
his cousin, Laton Wright. 

Last April, Tom Duely, an 
investigator from the Aerial' 
Phenomena Research 
Organization, was in Sum¬ 
merville to investigate 
reported “strange light” 
sightings that had occured a 


few weeks before a small 
earthquake in April. At that 
time, Duely said there was a 
theory these sightings might 
indicate earthquake activity 
to come and be was in¬ 
vestigating that possibility. 
He cited the r^sh of UFO 
sightings in this area a few 
weeks before the November 
quake as a possible link to 
the theory. Duely stressed 
that he was only investigating 
the possibility; he did not 
state it w’as a fact. 

A three year geophysical 
and geological study of this 
area is now underway by the 
U.S. Geological Survey. And, a 
special seimic study of the 
area between Charleston and 
Columbia has been underway 
since 1972. 

Core samplings are now 
underway by U.S. Geological 
Survey teams which include a 
series of deep drill holes to 
the basement rock under the 
Coastal Plain sediments to 
try to answer a number of 
questions about earthquakes 
or, the potential for earth¬ 
quakes in this area. The next 
coring in this area will be 
made sometime in October, 
according to a survey team 
coordinator. 

According to the 
coordinator, unlike earth¬ 
quakes in California and 
other western states, the 
South Carolina earthquakes 
are not associated with any 
well-defined fault zones that 
can be mapped. 

Among the questions the 


survey teams will be trying 
to answer-- are: Are the 
Charleston earthquakes the 
result of special geologic con¬ 
ditions found only in that 
region or, can shocks com¬ 
parable to the 1886 earth¬ 
quake here occur at other 
places along the east coast? 
Is an earthquake the size of 
the Charleston shock the 
largest to be expected, or are 
even larger events possible? 
Can another shock the size of 
the 1886 be expected again in 
this area in the next few 
years, or in the next few 
decades? 

These and other questions 
await the survey teams and 
other ipvestigators’ answers 
as the phenomena of nature 
is studied.

It was just another night at the lake 
as Donald Peterson sat down on the 
edge of his bed, but what he saw out 
his bedroom window turned a lazy 
summer night into an experience 
neither he nor his wife will probably 
ever forget. 

As the couple inquisitively gazed 
out their window overlooking Horse¬ 
shoe Lake in central Chisago County, 
they saw a large orange object hover¬ 
ing above the lake. Skeptics before, 
the UFO made believers out of them. 

The Petersons, from Bloomington 
had just retired for the evening when 
the incident occured. It was 10 
minutes to 11 and a very black night. 

‘‘It was a UFO,” Peterson said of 
the object, “it couldn’t have been 
anything else. It was a spectacular 
sight to see.” 

Peterson, who used to be in the Air 
Force, explained that it was as large 
as a plane but was definitely like 
nothing he had ever seen before. 
Familiar with aircraft, he said a 
plane could not hover like this object 
did. He indicated they could not make 
out a definite shape to the UFO since 
the orange glow around it was so 


bright. 

As the UFO hovered over the lake 
about 800 yards from the Petersons, a 
light extended downward from the 
craft reflecting across the lake. 
There was no light, however, radia¬ 
ting upward. 

The Petersons watched the object 
for about three or four minutes before 
it began to move away at tree top 
level. The couple indicated that their 
bedroom window was open but they 
could hear absolutely no sound from 
the UFO. 

Both said they were not frightened 
by the object but that they might have 
felt differently if the UFO had begun 
to move in their direction. 

There was only one aspect of the 
whole incident that made the Peter¬ 
sons a little disturbed. 

“It made me kind of sick to think 
that I own three pair of binoculars and 
did not have even one of them at the 
lake,” Peterson commented. 

It was a sight the Petersons feel 
they will probably never see again. 

Two Chisago County Deputies re¬ 
portedly also sighted a UFO the sarr.e 
night as the Petersons.

“It went around one star 
twice but then it went in a 
straight path. I lost it briefly, 
then found it again.” 

Sanchez' said he was not 
frightened nor alarmed but 
“got extremely excited about 
it.” 

The UFO, he said, was far 
distant, apparently among the 
stars, and seemed also to hit 
the brightest stars as it soared 
across the skies. He reported 
his sighting to the police 
officials at 10:30 p.m., and 
today remained excited and 
curious about the flying 
object. UFO’s have recently 
been in the news following 
reported sighting in Southern

Police were notified Wednesday 
about midnight by the FFA Flight 
Service at Brees Field that reports had 
been received by them of “strange 
lights in the sky.” An officer responded 
by going to the home of the couple 
making the reports and said, “They 
then pointed out the light to me, which 
was west of Laramie and blinking red, 
green and white.” 

The couple reported they had seen 
the light move from over W Hill to the 
south and then west of Laramie, “at a 
high rate of speed.” The officer said 
the light remained stationary at the 
intervals he observed it, “and sank in 
the west due to the rotation of the 
earth.” He said he could not determine 
if it was the same light pointed out to 
him from the couple’s back yard. 

Other policemen in Laramie are said 
to have observed “similar blinking 
lights in the north, northeast and east, 
some of which were moving.” 

The investigating officer’s report 
reads, “It seemed a total of four such 
lights were observed from the Ninth 
Street hill at one time, although this 
officer only observed the one in the 
west... It was not determined what the 
four lights were, but four different 
lights were observed that were 
blinking red, green and white.” 

The UFO Central Office has been 
contacted about the matter but thus 
far, there is no official opinion on the 
origin of the blinkers. Speculation is 
that they are weather satellites—but 
that is only speculation and has not 
been confirmed.

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Flying Saucers 
In Peru Again 


By GORDON STEVENS 

LIMA, Peru (Special- 
OFNS) — A new squadron 
of flying saucer stories 
looks likely to land in 
South America at any mo¬ 
rn e n t, according to ru¬ 
mours of recent sightings 
in the Pacific coastal 
country of Peru. 

The area has long been a 
favourite for spotters, with 
Unidentified Flying Objects 
(UFOs) regularly reported 
on the coastal belt, or high 
in the virtually unexplored 
peaks of the Andes. In the 
past it has had its share of 
miracle cures after contact 
with "creatures from outer 
space.” 

What makes the latest 
reports slightly different is 
that they come from peo¬ 
ple not normally associated 
with such phenomena, and 
in areas already under 
scrutiny for other — 
though possibly not uncon¬ 
nected — reasons. 

At 10:30 p.m. on Aug. 5, 
1974, a Benedictine nun, 
Sister Marjorie, happened 
to look up at the stars at 
the lonely outpost of Copa- 
c h i c a , on a peninsula 
reaching into Lake Ti¬ 
ticaca, high up on the top 
of the world. With her was 
a Peruvian schoolteacher. 

"1 saw some lights mov¬ 
ing in from the stars to¬ 
wards us, to a hill less 
than half a mile away,” re¬ 
calls Sister Marjorie. 

"There were two lights; 
both very, very bright yel¬ 
low. They seemed to be in¬ 
formation, as with planes, 
with one slightly above the 
other and to the side. They 
maintained this formation, 
coming down in a scries of 
step movements. 

"They came from above 
the mountains and across 
the sky. drawing much 
closer to us. We watched 
them for ten minutes be¬ 
fore they disappeared be¬ 
hind the hill. I think they 
were flying saucers.” 

Sister Marjorie admits 
she is not the type to be 
taken in by tales of UFOs. 
"I am not inclined to be- 
1 i e v e stories about this 
kind of thing,” she main¬ 
tains. She has been a nun 
for 25 years, based at Co- 
pa chica since 1969. 

Late last February, at 
about the same hour. 
Sister Marjorie saw a simi¬ 
lar sight, this time near 
another hill on the opposite 
side of the camp. She told 
her colleagues and two 
priests then admitted that 
they had seen a "large, 
grey cylinder-shaped ob¬ 
ject” lake off from the hill 
where she had seen the 
single light. 

Not far from Lake Ti¬ 
tle a c a a Lima pho¬ 
tographer recently took an 
unusual picture of a very 
unusual notice board. It 
read simply: "Flying 
saucer landing base.” An' 
arrow pointed up the hill. 

What makes these sight¬ 



ings interesting is their 
geographic location. Lake 
Titicaca is the birthplace 
of the mighty Inca dynasty 
which ruled the area which j 
now covers all of Ecuador, ! 
Peru and most of Chile, 
until they were overrun by 
the Spanish Conquis- 
tadores. The first Inca, ac¬ 
cording to legend, rose out 
of the lake. 

Now the lake has a new 
significance. Thousands of 
young people are flocking 
to the area each year in 
search of a mysterious 
temple, the Temple of ihe 
Seventh Ray, 1 ’’ allegedly 
situated just to the north. 
Their guide is a book, The 
Secret of the Andes, whose 
author is named as 
Brother Philip, though it 
was in fact written by 
a United States anthroploi- 
ogist who reportedly spent, 
a considerable time in the 
area. 

The book says the earth 
is controlled by an energy 
core running through its 
centre. The "masculine 
and" surfaces in Teibet, 
and s i n c~e , for many | 
hundreds, perhaps thou- . 
sands, of years, we have 
lived in the “masculine 
era,” or the period of the 
Sixth Ray; Tibet has been 1 
an important spiritual t 
centre. We arc now enter¬ 
ing the period of the Sev¬ 
enth Ray, it says, with 
world energy power shift¬ 
ing to the other end. Its 
point, says the book, is in 
a hidden temple north of 
Lake Titicaca. 

The book gives a descrip¬ 
tion of life inside the tem¬ 
ple which, it seems, lies in ! 
a valley which sounds like 
paradise regained, with \ 
tropical fruits and vegeta¬ 
bles in abundance. 

It gives a spiritual analy¬ 
sis of the place and its 
precedent^. (It was set up 
by super-beings who visited 
Earth many millions of 
years ago. Some went on, ’ 
some — including Brother 
Philip — stayed.) 

And it provides a set of 
rules that sound like the 10 
commandments of a sea¬ 
side boarding-house. Chil¬ 
dren yes, pets no. Vegeta¬ 
bles, no meat. Dress op¬ 
tional, hair long. 

You find the temple, 
says Brother Philip, when 
you are ready, and an in¬ 
creasing number of young 
people from all over the 
world have been coming to 
sec if they arc ready. 

One Jesuit priest working 
in the jungle told me of 
two young Americans who 
went through asking for 
the temple. Several weeks 
later one came back alone 
and asked whether the 
priest had seen his friend. 

"When 1 said no, he said 
that he must have found 
the temple,” said the Jesu¬ 
it. “He turned right round 
and went back into the jun¬ 
gle. I haven't seen him 
since.” _

DR. CECIL N. DOL’GHERTY of 
Glen Rose believes in the Biblical 
I story of creation. In the limestone bed 
of the Paluxy River, which flows 
through Glen Rose, there are hoof 
prints of dinosaurs and other creatures 
of the Mesozoic geological time period. 
In the same Mesozoic formations there 
are many prints which look as if they 
might have been made by giant human 
beings, Some almost two feet in length 
from toe to heel. 

Standard evolutionary biological 
teaching has it that the dinosaurs be- 
came extinct at least 70 million years 
j before man evolved. 

Dr. Dougherty spends a lot of his 
spare time studying what he considers 
to be the tracks of giant men in toe bed 
of the Paluxy. He is trying to (jisprove 
the idea that mankind is descended 
from ape-like creatures. And he says 
that if these foot prints in the river are 
proved to have been made by true men 
in the same geological formations as 
the dinosaurs, then Darwin's theory of 
evolution will be shot. 

"There were giants in the earth in 
those days," Dr. Doughtery quotes 
from Genesis. 

NOW THAT the normal August 
drouth has dried up some of the river 
bed, Dr. Dougherty goes about in the 
Paluxy with a broom and a camera. 

He sweeps clean the prints and makes : 
doseup pictures of the identations in , 
the limestone. 

When the river bed has its dry spots 
it is easier to photograph the foot ! 
prints, for water doesn’t blur the pic¬ 
tures. 

Dr. Dougherty gets kidded a lot 
about his "hobby.” Some folks think it 
is funny: the sight of a little man with 
a broom, sweeping along in the dry

jl Burdick and Slusher had read Dr. 

Dougherty's little personally published 
1 booklet called "The Valley of the 
Giants” about his studies in what is 
now called Dinosaur Valley and in sat¬ 
ellite streams. 

The two geologists w<ere sent to 
Glen Rose by the Institute for Creation 
Research which has its headquarters 
in San Diego, Calif. 

Dr. Burdick has been studying the 
Paluxy and other possible sites for 
what he believes are giant, man tracks, 
for perhaps 25 years. 

IT HAPPENED I was in Glen Rose 
one day when the scientists were there. 

I was told they were prowling along 
the Paluxy. And I spent' an hour or 
more in the hot river bed looking for 
them without success. 

I didn’t get to talk with Burdick and 
Slusher. And a few days later I learned 
from Dougherty that when I was look- 
ing for the geologists they were on a 
S-mile hike up Rock Cbeek, to the 
northeast of Glen Rose, near the vil¬ 
lage of Eulogy-, Bosque County. 

WAYLAND ADAMS, son of the late, 
great Glen Rose lawyer and archaeolo¬ 
gist, Dr. Ernest Tolbert (Bull) Adams, 
acted as guide for Slusher and Burdick 


in their investigations on Rock Creek 
and on the Paluxy. 

"Slusher and Burdick examined ^ 
four track locations described in my 
book. And they told me that the giant 
foot prints located in the bedrock be- 
j tween the waterfall (upriver from Di- 
I nosaur State Park) and Glen Rose 
.ARE man tracks. This field trip may 
squash the stories of people trying to 
discredit the idea that these huge men 
existed in the time of dinosaurs.” 

Wayland Adams, a rugged ty-pe, set 
a fast pace at times. And Cecil Dough¬ 
erty said he almost collapsed during 
tiie 5-mile walk up the Rock Creek 
gorge in 90-degree temperatures.

Bill Burchardt,. editor of Ihe 
magazine who has studied the 
Black Mesa region ' for a 
couple of decades, is among 
those who want a scientific 
determination of the signifi¬ 
cance of the stones. 

“The more I work in that 
area, the more I am convinced 
that it is the cradle of 
civilization for North 
America," Burchardt said.

Search for Kansas Monster 

NOXIE, Okla. (UPI) — Residents of this tiny Kansas 
border community are going armed these days to protect 
themselves against a hairy, seven-foot creature with glowing' 
eyes and a manlike face. 

“ ; But it isn’t any monster that’s 
worrying Nowata County Sheriff 


Bob Arnold. He’s afraid towns¬ 
people will shoot each other. 

“There haven’t been any re¬ 
ports since the week end of any. 
“thing except a bunch of idiots 
• running around drinking beer 
and carrying rifles and OB ra¬ 
dios,” Arnold said Thursday. 
"They’re going to get somebody 
killed.” 

Several residents said they 
saw the creature, dubbed the 
“Noxie monster,” and one man 
Said he shot at it on three occa¬ 
sions with a hunting rifle with¬ 
out slowing it down. 

“It just walked away,” Mar¬ 
ion Par ret said. 

Noxie is a small farming com¬ 
munity in the rolling, timber- 
covered hlTls along the Oklaho- 
ma-Kansas border. 

Arnold said his reports indi¬ 
cated most of the sightings were 
made by responsible persons, 


and he had no doubt they saw 
something. But he was not im¬ 
pressed with the descriptions. 

"Something that big would 
leave quite an impression in the 
ground, first of all, and second, 
human eyes don’t glow. Ani¬ 
mals’ eyes do, of course, so 
there’s no telling what it was 
they really saw. In the dark, 
people’s imaginations often 
make a whole lot out of noth¬ 
ing,” the sheriff said. 

"I don’t know what they saw, 
but they sure saw something,” 
Undersheriff Harold Lay said.: 
“One woman was almost hyster-1 
ical and her husband seriously 
said his knees were still knock¬ 
ing.” 

Arnold said he planned to go 
up to Noxie for a better look at 
Ihe situation as soon as he had a 
chance. 

“Maybe we’ll luck out and 
find a monster and a UFO both. 
I’ve never seen One of those, ei¬ 
ther.”

. “It’s a shame there hasn’t 
been some way found to 
, protect that area,” says Bur¬ 
chardt. He recalled an incident 
in which a 1 resident of the 
Mesa area had to go into the 
hospital and upon returning he 
found a huge petrified forest 
near his property desecrated. <* 
“It was obvious they must 
have come in there with 
almost a semi-trailer and 


hauled it out,” said Burchardt, 
adding pieces probably turned 
up in hobby or aquarium 
shops. 

> State Archeologist Don Wy- 
1 koff, head of the Oklahoma 
Archeological Survey team 
' based at the University of 
Oklahoma, suggests several 
possible explanations for the 
prints. 

He said that natural sand 
exposures, laid down by an¬ 
cient oceans, sometimes con¬ 
tain concentrations of oxides 
which weather and leave 
1 “funny little spots,” which 
may resemble hand or foot 
prints. 

He also said the prints could 
have “been etched into the 
stone by human 
bein gs . . . but of cou rse that 
could have been only a thou¬ 
sand years ago, or four or five 
hundred years ago.” 

Or, he said, they may have 
been left b> animals from the 
dinosaur age, which scientists 
place at 70 million to 80 
' million years ago. 

Although stressing that he 
hasn’t seen the prints, he 
indicated the idea of human 
footprints in cretaceous stone 
was ludicrous on its face. 

Asked if he was interested in 
sending an archaeologist to the 

area to examine the stones, he 
said he was “if we w’ould be * 
out there in that area” and 
arrangements could be made 
with Tucker. “We don’t have 
anything planned for being out 
r there at present.” . . 

Tucker, who lives at Kenton, 
Oklahoma’s most northwestern . 
town, isn’t the only one to 
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have seen the prints. Mrs. 
Harold Kachel of the No Man’s 
Land Museum at Panhandle 
State College said she has seen 

them and “they make y°u 
winder.” 

You can see the formation of 
what appears to be a human 
footprint in stone,” she sard. 

Tucker, who has contributed 
many relics to the museum at 
Goodv?eH, including dinosaur 
bones, is convinced of one 
thing:' the prints are from hu¬ 
mans and not animals. “One 
is about the size of my 
number nine oxford, ’ he sa d, 
adding that several good prints 
exist in the rock formations. 


- "‘One had a good 
instep . . . and on another one

He said he naturally doesn’t 
have the skepticism of scien¬ 
tists because “I believe in 
creation (Biblical) . . . Those 
•prints were there but not as 
long ago as evolution claims to 
;be. It proves to me the world

’ it to be.”

Last night Mr Wilkins, a 
classics teacher, at Annan 
Academy in Dumfriesshire, 
said: “I am not revealing any¬ 
thing about the photos at this 
stage.”

Mr Wilkins, a keen amateur 
photographer, went to Loch 
Ness last month with his wife 
and family. 

He waited three days before 
getting a sighting in the early 
morning mist. 

He said: “I quite clearly

This is, you see, a Highland 
loch, the longest part of the 
Great Glen, that savagely beau¬ 
tiful fissure which runs from 
the Moray Firth. Loch Ness 
itself is some 24 miles long and i 
a mile across. Soundings have^ 

recorded depths of 970 
M feet, though the Monster | 
WM Watchers are confident that 
there are deeper plunges 
than this. Below 40 feet, 
though, the peaty waters are 
of impenetrable blackness while 
the colours on the surface 
seem to change by the hour, 
and hills cluster around, grey- 
green, like loaves on a slab. 
Loch Ness is one of those 
places, like Lake Avemus, near 
Naples, which seem to have 
been created for man’s more 
sombre forebodings. 

Such are reported early. In 
the sixth century, reports the 
learned biographer of St Col- 
| umba, a man was bitten to 
death by a water beastie in the 
vicinity of Ness. The holy Irish¬ 
man advanced, with curses, and 
the monster withdrew, under¬ 
standably startled. Sightings 
continued down the centuries, 
but the Monster industry proper 
only began in 1933. This was* 
when progress came to the 
Highlands in the form of a 
motor road and an influx of 
people. Down at the bottom, 
the Monster Watchers say, 
something stirred.- .Alex Camp¬ 
bell, an elderly, spry corres¬ 


pondent, wrote up the first 
crucial sighting for the Inver¬ 
ness Courier ‘ This couple that 
owned the Drumnadrochit hotel 
had a remarkable sighting. 
That was in May 1933. And I 
called it “ The Monster.” That 
was the first time the word was 
used in print.’ And so the Loch 
Ness Monster swam out of folk¬ 
lore into legend. 

It’s an odd sort of legend; 
located alongside the Flying j 
Saucers midway between nat¬ 
ional joke and cult. Soon 
aficionados of the mystery be¬ 
gan to appear on the scene. 

Slowly over the years the 
‘ evidence ’ began to accumu¬ 
late. Numerous sightings, all 
vividly described, and a hand¬ 
ful of photographs, usually with 
the visual quality of caviare. 
Some of these became famous. 
In 1934 a M r Grant claimed that 
he had seen an aquatic beast 
lumbering across the road, and 
later that year a London doctor 
took what is known as ‘ The 
Surgeon’s Photograph.’ It shows 
what may be a long neck emerg¬ 
ing from the water though 
there is no way of establishing 
the scale. The surgeon wished to 
remain anonymous, incidentally, 
not to avoid the mirth of Har¬ 
ley Street, but because his holi¬ 
day was not taken with his wife. | 
{ Some sort of consensus seems J 
,to have been hammered out re- j 
Vgarding the way the creature | 
looks. (One hump, perhaps two, 
,' ; or possibly an indefinite num- 
iber. That tapering neck with a 
horse-like head.) There is rather 
Hess agreement about what it 
r is. Various theories have been 
proposed, suggesting that f 
[Nessie is, respectively, an 
'enormous worm; a super eel; a 
''species of seal unknown to 
science; a squid (ditto); a mol- 
tlusc; and, most popularly, a 
plesiosaurus, cheerfully ignorant 
>of the fact that it is supposed 
v to have been extinct for 70 


tnillion years. Scientists, in their 
‘curmudgeonly fashion, have 
.^plumped for, variously, floating 
[chunks of . vegetable matter; 
•'freak waves (which do exist); 
,the strings of mines which the 
!Welbeck dumped in 1918; and, 
■again most popularly, seals, 
which have clambered across 
from the river Ness. 

The publicity value of Nessie 
has not gone unnoticed. In the 
30s a New York zoo offered 
£5,000 for the Monster while a 
more realistic £20,000 was put 
■on its head by Bertram Mills 
Circus. Post-war. inflation being 
what-it is, a whisky firm recent¬ 
ly upped the ante to a million 
and a Japanese team that spent 
a few happy weeks foozling 
around the loch in 1972 gave 
the impression money was no 

object at all. (Its leader, Mr Kou, 
being the man who took Mu¬ 
hammad Ali to Japan, this may 
actually have been the case.) 

Whether it’s the perks, or 
whether it’s purely the Lure of 
the Unknown, Loch Ness has 
never;been short of dedicated j 
Monster Watchers. There are 
now half-a-dozen such, and it 
would, be pleasant to report 
that ,they are co-ordinating 
their (efforts but this is not 
always necessarily the case. 

Clem Shelton, for instance, 
takes the scientific approach. 
Shelton is a Pauline monk, who 
quit before taking his final 
vows. He writes Gothicks - 
paperback romances - and has 
spent some years studying 
Nessie. He claims three sight¬ 
ings, the first being in June, 
1964. ‘ I was in the loch. It was 
the middle of the night. And I 
saw it at 15 yar ds.’ Of c ourse, 
he adds, ‘ it just might hav<r 
been a floating vegetable mat.’ 

One : of the more esoteric j 
Monster Watchers is Ted Holi- 1 
day. One book of his showed ! 
that Nessie is a giant worm. I 
Tullymonstrum gregarium per- , 


haps, and a fetching theory as ! 
Dick Raynor in the Monster 
Museum at Fort Augustus con- ] 
cedes,, because they do look a 
bit alike (‘The only drawback,’ 
he added, regretfully, ‘ is Tully- 
! monstrum is only a few Inches 
j long, and Nessie is far larger-’). 
i_But research continues. 

‘Look at that! ’ Raynor says 
in the museum, showing me the 
Flipper Photograph, This was 
taken in August 1972, by 
Robert Rines of the Academy of 
Applied Science, Boston, USA, 
at a claimed 40 feet below the 
surface. It shows something 
-that looks like a flipper. ‘It’s 
! the most important thing we 
! have,’ Raynor says. 

! An Israeli walks in, waving 
brochures, i I’d like to see the 
! monster,’ he demands. So would 
we, Raynor and Arnold say, but 
the Israeli is, it turns out, a 
travel agent. He looks round 
the monsterarium, radiating dis¬ 
approval of its smallness. There 
is, he intimates, gold in Nessie. 

Which there probably is, but 
these are the Highlands, after 
all. There are souvenir shops 
certainly (postcards, tea towels, 
tee-shirts, ceramics, ashtrays) 
but they are fairly low in 
Disneyfication. ‘ I would guess 
that one in three of the locals 
has seen Nessie,’ Clem Shelton 
says. ‘ But it’s • an embarrass- 
| ment to them. They keep mum.’ 

But still the tourists flood in. 
Unstoppably. But Nessie, Alex 
Campbell thinks, is displeased. 
The crafts will criss-cross those 
waters which can change in a 
twinkling of an eye from baby- 
blue to dn opaque black, scrib- 
j bled with foam, and the Nikons 
I and Hasselblads will focus im¬ 
patiently, but down there in the 
peaty waters the Loch Ness 
Monster will glower, wait. The 
kelpie sulks. ® 
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
